The Co ngrggatio nalist 
Malachi, thou gh it stan ds in 
ou r Bible as the last book of the 
Old Testamen t, probably comes 
from a time earlier than certain 
other portion s of the Old Testa­ 
men t. It is dou btfu l whether it 
shou ld be dated before the time 
of Ezra an d his reform, abou t 
4 58 B. C., or a few y ears later be­ 
tween the time of Ezra’s arriv al 
at Jeru salem an d the comin g of 
Nehemiah. 
The n ame of the writer of the 
prophecy is lost, for Malachi 
mean s -my messen ger," an d the 
tran slators of the Septu agin t, the 
an cien t Greek tran slation of the 
Hebrew Scriptu res, giv e the title 
of the book as -His Messen ger." 
The n ame of the messen ger, 
howev er, has little to do with the 
message, which might hav e been 
giv en by atiy . great prophet of 
the time. The v alu e of this scrip­ 
tu re for u s is in all that it sy m­ 
bolizes con cern in g the hope of a 
n ew day an d the mean s by which 
the golden era may be u shered 
in . 
A So urce o f Inspiratio n 
The work of John the Baptist 
as a foreru n n er of Christ has 
emphasized the place of the mes­ 
sen ger an d the n eed of prepara­ 
tion , ev en for the comin g of the 
Lord. Possibly a great part of 
John ’s in spiration for his task 
may hav e come from this v iv id 
description of the messen ger in 
the Book of Malachi an d in the 
emphasis there placed u pon the 
preparation of the way . 
The beau ty of the description 
of the comin g of the Lord here 
giv en is equ alled on ly by the 
beau ty of the spiritu al ideal set 
forth. The comin g of the Lord is 
a time of discrimin ation an a 
ju dgemen t, when all that is pu re 
shall be rev ealed an d all impu ri­ 


ties shall be pu rged, as a refin er 
pu rges base metals with fire or as 
a fu ller prepares his garmen ts 
with soap. This comin g Lord is 
to sit as a refin er an d pu rifier of 
silv er, an d it is sign ifican t that 
the pu rification begin s with the 
son s of Lev i, the min isters of re­ 
ligion , who thu s pu ried, as re­ 
fin ed gold an d silv er, shall offer 
u n to Jehov ah offerin gs of right­ 
eou sn ess. 
This day of pu rification will 
n ot be on e of mere ritu alistic 
holin ess, bu t a day rather of 
pu rification in righteou sn ess an d 
tru th. This Lord who is to come 
abhors all ev il—sorcery , adu ltery , 
an d false swearin g. His age will 
be an age of social righteou sn ess 
an d ju stice, with splen did m oral­ 
ity an d spirtu al v ision . All that 
the Lord represen ts stan ds op­ 
posed to the oppression of the 
worker, an d of the widow an d 
fatherless. The day of the Lord 
is to be a day of the common 
people in which the rights an d 
n eeds of ev ery man are recog­ 
n ized. 
It is in this high climax of so­ 
cial morality that the religion of 
the Old Testamen t fin ds its n o­ 
blest ex pression , an d it was the 
emphasis u pon righteou sn ess an d 
tru th in its social relation s that 
gav e distin ctiv e qu ality to ev ery

The use of m odern all-steel re­ 
frig erators with approved insula­ 
tion would g o far toward doing 
away w ith this heavy loss, they 
state. 
In selecting a refrig erator, one 
w ith neither the m inimum orj 
max imum ice m eltag e should be 
chosen, according to the Leonard 
Institute. The refrig erator th a t 
consumes the m ost ice is, n a tur­ 
ally , too costly to keep, filled and 
will not m aintain the desired 
tem perature of 50 deg rees or less, 
while the one th a t consumes the 
least ice probably has faulty cir­ 
culation and will not do its job 
of keeping the food in perfect 
state of preservation. A reason­ 
able rate of ice meltag e is essen­ 
tial to keeping food g ood. The ice 
should never be covered with a 
blanket or paper to retard its 
melting .

Malachi, though it stands in 


our Bible as the last book of the 
Old Testament, probably come 
from a time earlier than certain 
other portions, of the Old Testa 
ment. It is doubtful whether i 
should be dated before the tim< 
of Ezra and his reform, abou 
458 B. C., or a few years later be- 
ween the tune of Ezra's arriva 
at Jerusalem and the coming o: 
Nehemiah. 


The name of the writer of the 


prophecy is lost, for Malach 
means "my messenger," and the 
translators of the Septuagint, the 
ancient Greek translation of the 
Hebrew Scriptures, give the title 
of the book as "His Messenger. 
The name of the messenger 
however, has little to do with the 
message, which might have been 
•given by any . great prophet of 
the time. The value of this scrip- 
ture for us is in all that it sym- 
bolizes -concerning the hope of a 
new day and the means by which 
the golden era may be ushered 
in. 


A Source of Inspiration 


The work of John the Baptist 


as a forerunner of Christ has 
emphasized the place of the mes- 
| senger and the need of prepara- 
tion, -even for the coming of the 
Lord. Possibly a great part of 
John's inspiration for his task 
may have come from this vivid 
description of the messenger in 
the Book of Malachi and in the 
emphasis there placed upon the 
preparation of the way.
